Los Do, Oct. 2.— The Times’ corres- 
pondent at British headquarters says: 
Thursday’s battle, both as regards the 
losses and the numbers engaged, was 
decidedly the greatest of the whole war. 
In the front towards Moravia the Ser- 
vian attack was merely directed against 
the Turkish bridge. The main attack 
was againstthe Lurxish left wing under 
Hafiz and Ali Pashas. In order to cut 
offthe Turkish retreat to Ni-ich sixteen 
Servien battalions also crossed the
